Death List Will Be Increased 


The explosion, which was heard tor many miles, was caused 


by the outbreak of fire. The cargo, consisting of inseed oil 


cake in hold. No 2 and hold No. 3, was soon blazing fiercely. 


Firemen and police hurried to th<> steamer and the injured were 
quickly taken to a hospital, wh.le the workmen, searching for 
possibly more casualties, proceeded to fight the fire, which as- 


sumed alarming proportions, owing to the inflammable nature of 


the cargo. After an hour's fight, however, the firemen obtained 


tery over the flames. 


It is belived that a number of the men taken to the hofi- 


pital wil! succumb to their injuries. After the explosion a rumor 


was in circulation to the effect that the disaster was caused by u 


infernal machine, but later it was said that it was apparently 
caused by the explosion of a birrel of naphtha.

The insurance companies carrying risks in San Francisco have 


decided by a vote of 71 to 32 to arbitrarily scale down their losses 25 
per cent. The minority companies refuse to be bound by the deci- 
sion, however, and declare they will adjust their own risks and pay 
their losses dollar for dollar. All honor to them. 


Indeed, several of them have been paying in full their adjusted 


losses, not even taking advantage of the time given them by statute 
to make payment 


It is agreeable to note that at least one-third of the insurance 


companies doing business in this State are standing up to their moral 
as well as legal obligations with honorable courage and fortitude. 
We s>ay honorable courage and fortitude advisedly, for it must be 
admitted that the insurance companies have been hit hard by the 
San Francisco fire—hit harder than they were ever stricken in the 
history of fire underwriting. Therefore, the example of the thirty- 


\ two minority companies is not only in shining contrast to the de- 


faulting majority, but is, under the circumstances, a conspicuous 
display of a high sense of commprci?! honor. 


But what excuse have the others to offer? They have attempted 


no explanation to the public. They do not want to pay the money, 
and are resorting to all sorts of devices and subterfuges to evade 
payment. That is all there is to it. Their representatives have at- 
tempted to frighten, browbeat, cajole or deceive policyholders into 
accepting less than their due. Ever since the fire the course of these 
companies has been open to suspicion. They have declined to fur- 
nish policyholders with information of any kind, also the necessary 
blanks for giving notic eand making proof of loss. In some cases 
their agents have grossly deceived policyholders as to the necessity 
for giving notice. Persons whose policies were either burned or 
misled were denied information that would enable them to make 
proof of loss. 
There is no justification for the arbitrate cut of 25 per cent in 


losses. There was some loss by earthquake, it is true, but it was 
confined almost exclusively to buildings, window glass and show- 
ci*rs. But as a rule the value of the property destroyed was far in 
exce-ss of the insurance. Hence, if it be assumed that the damage* 
from earthquake actually reached 25 per cent (nobody has placed it 
above 15 per cent on buildings; the general estimate being 5 per 
c-rt) the underwriters would still be bound for the face of their 
policies. That is, admitting the

An Easy Boston Liar. 


We find this interesting paragraph in the Springfield Repub-

He was able to get the 42,000 pairs of shoes into Oak-' 
land in eleven days after leaving Boston, which was quick time con- 
sidering the congested condition of the railroads on the Pacific coast. 
Capt. Baker, the army quartermaster in charge of supplies in Cali- 
fornia, told Lieut. Belcher that out of the 1594 relief cars sent to the 
coast Massachusetts dispatched the best in her consignment of sh6es. 
'It was the most thoughtful and successful in what it accomplished,' 
and Lieut. Belcher adds: 'When I arrived in Oakland the shoe deal- 
ers, and what few were doing business in Trisco, were getting beau- 
tiful prices for their shoes. Just think what a slump occurred when 
our 42,000 pairs were thrown into those places!' " 


Perhaps in the mere boastful desire to magnify the benevolence 


of his mission, Lieutenant Belcher has given out two false impres- 
sions. One is that the merchants of Oakland raised the price of 
shoes after the San Francisco fire, and the other is that they lowered 
them on the arrival of the Boston consignment of gift shoes. In 
Oakland there was no raise in the price of shoes and consequently 
no slump on the arrival of Lieutenant Belcher with his self-praising 
trumpet. We acquit the gentleman of malice, but his braggadocio 
spirit has nevertheless prompted him to libel the merchants of Oak- 
land. It is hard to keep the keyboard of vanity from sounding a 
false and jarring note. 


Springfield, Massachusetts, 
is protesting against advertising 


posters on the outside of the street cars. It is to the credit of the 
Oakland Traction Company that it does not disfigure either the out- 
side or inside of their cars with poster advertising. 


The esteemed Alanieda_ Argus has that largeness of political 


spirit which characterized Artemus Ward when he volunteered to 
send all his wife's relations to defend the Union. He is magnani- 
mously in favor of giving anything and everything in Oakland to 
the Traction Company if the company will give Alameda a decent 
service.

"Assemblyman John of San Luis Obispo was very warmly ap- 


plauded in the Assembly on Saturday when he declared that Presi- 
dent Benj. Ide Wheeler of the State University should be made to 
keep his place, stop doing politics, and attend strictly to the business 
for which the State pays him. 


"John is right. There is in California no more persistent, pro- 


miscuous, and pestilential butter-in into every public matter that is 
none of his pie than this same Benjamin Ide Wheeler. 


"There is no public official in this State who attends less strictly 


to his own business and more determinedly to that which is none of 
his business, than does this same Benjamin Ide Wheeler." 


President Wheeler is doing the best he can according to his 


lights, but the trouble is, that his lights are misplaced. He is im- 
pressed \\ ith the idea that his chief function is to advertise the State 
University and be a sort of traveling plenipotentiary for it; whereas, 
it is the popular notion that he should personally manage the uni- 
versity, which would compel him to devote nearly all his time and 
attention to directing its teaching and business departmnets. 


This notion., of course, conflicts with President Wheeler's con- 


ception of the duties of a university, president. If accepted as a rule, 
it. would prevent the spectacular appearance of Dr. Wheeler on state 
occasions and the freuent press mention of his portentous inter- 
views with the President of the United States. It would also sadly 
interfere with Dr. Wheeler's post-prandial speech-making at ban- 
quets far and near, and allow him but little time for the continuous 
discharge of articles through a multitude of periodicals. 


Dr. Wheeler is an active, energetic man of pleasing manners 


and engaging address, and, like the fiddler at the frontier dancers 
doing the best he knows how, only he imagines he was employed 
to do certain things which the Sacramento Bee and its hayseed con- 
stituency imagine to be precisely the things he was not employed 
to do. It must be conceded that President Wheeler does well the 
things he undertakes, but there is a robust belief abroad that he was 
not engaged to run the public school system of the State, be a sort 
of self-appointed nuncio for California at the National Capital, and 
oversee things in general. Hence there is a difference of opinion, 
and some unjust criticism of the head of the State University. No 
doubt the whole matter will be satisfactorily adjusted when Dr. 
Wheeler realizes that he is paid a salary to work at the University, 
instead of working the University.

GREAT REFORM. 


This great reform will Inevitably be 
accomplished, like so many others which 
wore at first treated as chimerical and 
Utopian 
It responds to the ever-Increas- 
ing need of cooperation and unlformltv 
among nations which has recently pro- 
duced the international association of 
academics 
It will extend to the Intel- 
lectual and moral order the swift a-id 
easy means of material communication 
which now cover the world. It will gen- 
eralize and absorb all International con- 
ventions agreed to In the Interests of 
scioncc and commerce 
It will mark a 
decisive stage in the progress of human- 
Itv and civilisation. 
The deputies at Paris in 1900 made the 


following declaration, telling of tlie pur- 
pose and use of the International auxili- 
ary language- 


DECLARATION. 


The undersigned, deputed by various 
congresses and societies to study the 
question of an international auxiliary 
language, have agreed on the following 
points 


One—There Is a necessity to choose and 
to spread the use of an International 
language, designed not to replace national 
Idioms in the Individual life of each peo- 
pl». but to serve in the written and oral 
iclatlons between persons whose mother 
tongues are different. 


Two—In order to 
fulfil Its • purpose 
usefully an International language must 
satisfy the following conditions: 
First condition—It must fulfil th* needs 


of the ordinarv intercourse of social life, 
of commercial communications, and of 
scientific and philosophic relations; 
Second condition—It must be easily ac- 
quired by every person of average ele- 
mentary education, and especially by per- 
sons of European civilization; 
Third condition—It must not be one of 
the national languages 


Third—It Is desirable to organise _ 
general deiegatlon representing all who 
realize the necessity, as well as the possl- 
jbilltv 
of an international auxiliary lan- 
'guage. and who are Interested In Its em- 
plosment 
This delegation will appoint a 
committee of members who can meet 
during a certain period of time" The pur- 
pose of this committee Is defined In the 
following articles: 


Four—The choice of the auxiliary lan- 
guage belongs in the first Instance to the 
international association of academies. 
or, In case of failure to the committee 
mentioned In article three 


rive—Consequently, the . first duty of 
thp committee will be to present to th« 
international association of academies, In 
tho required forms, the desires expressed 
bv the constituent societies and cong- 
resses, and to Invite it respectfully to 
realize the project «f an auxiliary lan- 
guage 


Six—It will be the duty of the commit- 
tee to create a society for propaganda^ 
to spread the use of the auxiliary lan- 
guage which is chosen.

deal of speculation as to what effect it 
will have on Pardee's chances for a re- 
nomination.

mighty dangerous thing for a governor, 
but Pardee has pulled through very luck- 
ily.In the first place, the legislature has 
behaved surprisingly well. With the ex- 
ception of a petty little steal of $25 each 
for contingent expenses and some of the 
antics of Tom Atkinson as speaker of the 
assembly, there has been little to criti- 
cize. All the Important measures relat- 
ing to the upbuilding of San Franciscn 
•were passed, and there was a conscien- 
tious effort to comb out all the ougs that 
Abe Ruef was suspected of having Intro- 
duced Into'some of the measures sent up 
by the committee of forty. 
So the, gov- 
ernor hasn't been hurt by the men he 
seemed so reluctant to call together. 
Then, too, the "Snarlers" haven't sunk 
their teeth into the calf of the governor's 
political leg. They threatened to nam- 
roer some of his appointments in the Re- 
publican caucus, but then did nothing of 
the kind. As on previous sessions the 
"Snarlers" quit when 
the 
biting time 
came. They confirmed all the governor's 
appointments without a quibble, and they 
peem to be leaving Sacramento in a bet- 
ter frame of mind toward the chief ex- 
ecutive than they have been before.

A PARDEE BOOM. 


I've been running into something of a 
Pardee boom today, happening to talk 
•with men -who have come from sections 
where his candidacy Is favored.

ought to result in Chlpman's bringing in 
Tehama county for him.

NEW YORK MARKETS 


SPECIAL COBRE»PONO«NCE. 


NEW YORK. June t.—The stock mar- 


ket Is In rather an unusual condition. 
While seller* an exceedingly optimistic. 
buyers are conservative and more or ISM 
critical. General condition! continue ex- 
cellent outside of the itock market. and 
are much In favor of bolder*. The local 
monetary situation, for Instance, steadily 
Improves. Funds are returning from the 
Interior and large amounts (fully $11,- 
000,000 thus far) have been sent back 
from Ban Francisco, eo that our bank re- 
serves ought to show si rising tendency. 
Call loan* have consequently been easy. 
Indicating a better supply of money (or 
Immediate needs, although time money 
Is/stll! held at fairly good rates. In the 
foreign markets easy conditions also ob- 
tain, and the outlook Is for a continuance 
of these favorable conditions. Nearly all 
unusual obligations have been satisfied 
In Parts and London, and the situation 
there Is favorable to further operatinns 
on American account should conditions 
remain as satisfactory as at present. In 
general the outlook abroad Is cheerful, 
and It Is quite probable that the foreign 
markets would expand their accommo- 
dations to sound American projects If 
called upon. 
No dcubt many 
of 
our 
early maturing obll era t lone will be 
re- 
newed without difficulty. 


AMERICAN BUSINESS. 


The American business 
situation 
Is 
eminently satisfactory. 
Crop prospects 
thus far are certainly encouraging. 
A 


fine winter wheat crop is practically as- 
sured and good prices will be secured by 
the farmer. 
Other 
rrain 
crops 
also 
promise well at this date, although corn 
planting is a. trifle late. A moderate In- 
crease In the cotton crop is also antici- 
pated and the Southern planter Is Justi- 
fied In expecting another profitable sea- 
son. All over the United States the e»rrl- 
cultural classes are enjoying very unusual 
prosperity through the good prices f»b- 
' talned for their products. 
This should 
assure the country another good fall and 
winter trade. Reports from large busi- 
ness houses in the west are exceedingly 
encouraging In this respect. 
No com- 
plaints are heard about over-supplies In 
the hands 
of 
distributors; and, while 
prices are high, that fact does not yet 
appear to have had any marked restraint 
upon demand. Should present promises, 
therefore, be fulfilled we may anticipate 
another good season both for ths rail- 
roads and the great Industrial concerns. 


RAILROAD EARNING*. 


Railroad earnings continue to show lib- 
eral gains, the totals for the fourth week 
In May of twenty-four roads showing a 
gain of about thirteen per cent over last 
year 
These are rather surprising gains 
considering that May .earnings on some 
of the Important lines must have been 
considerably 
diminished 
by 
the coal 
strike, shipments of anthracite In that 
month being 8,250,000 tons, against 8.- 
000,000 tons in May. 1905. Clearing-house 
returns at ths leading cities show very 
moderate gains, the total last week be- 
ing only about one- per cent greater than 
a year ago. 
This Is due chiefly to a 
large decline at New Tork, where specu- 
lation Is much less active than a year 
ago. In many of the Interior cities es- 
pecially in the west, It is noticed that 
bank clearings still maintain 
a 
good 
average over last year. 
Another bricht 
spot In the general situation Is the Iron 


and steel trade. 
Th» demand 
for all 
aorta of Iron products continues remark- 
ably heavy and there Is no sign whatever 
of abatement. For months to come the 
railroads, which consume fully sixty per 
cent, of the nation's products, are going 
to be heavy buyers of Iron and steel, 
not only for renewals but for very un- 
usual 
amounts of new mileage. 
The 


steel rail product for ItOt Is o%'ersold and 
orders for over 1,000,000 ton* are already 
on the books for 1407. With such satis- 
factory conditions In the Important de- 
partments of Industry just noted It is 
| Impossible to be pessimistic regarding 
the future. 


STOCK MARKET. 


"Within the stock market, conditions are 
not so eminently satisfactory. 
Some of 


the encouraging features above alluded 
to 
have been well discounted. 
Prices 
are exceedingly high; so high, la fact, 
that Investors are not rushing for stocks 
a hen they can secure more 
profitable 
employment for their money In other 
directions. Another deterrent feature Is 
the large present and prospective Increase 
In the supply of new securities. 
The 


bond market Is already badly congested 
with new Issue* which Investors will not 
take until money market conditions im- 
prove, 
At the same time It 
Is well 
known that the railroads will be obliged 
to raise considerable amounts of new 
capital during the next few weeks, either 
through new stock and bond issues or 
short 
term 
notes. 
The prospect, 
of 
course, of a large Increase In the supply 
of new securities It not at first sight a. 
bull argument. On the other hand, our 
leading bankers, who expect 
to 
float 
these Issues, will be obliged to use their 
Influence to keep 
the 
market 
In as 
healthy a condition ai possible In order 
to facilitate the placing of there issues. 
For this reason, and the satisfactory out- 
side situations. It seems useless to look 
for any Important decline In prices at 
the present momment 
It la more than 
probable that strong efforts will be made 
to give the market an appearance of ao- 
tlvltv and strenj-th, especially while so 
many 
conditions 
favor. 
Some rather 
atrlklng efforts of this character have 
been made during the current week. Just 
now the public Is not In the market to 
any extent, and the operations on cer- 
tain davs showed powerful manipulation. 
The situation, therefore. Is one that fav- 
ors an upward trend In values, with occa- 
sional reactions. 
Stocks have been ac- 
cumulating In stronger hands, and no 
doubt everything wlu be done to keep 
the market In good form. 
There Is a 
large amount of money In this market 
awaiting Investment, and nothing 
but 
the fact that shrewd Investors consider 
prices too high prevents a quick absorp- 
t'on of floating securities. A decline In 
time money rates Just now would tn- 
e\ltably 
stimulate Investment buying. 
July disbursements will soon be avail- 
able. 
Last year they aggregated $136.- 


000 000 and this year they will be even 
greater. 
June and July should witness 
a comparatively <*asy money market, but 
when the crop movement sets In higher 
rates must be again expected. No undue 


j stringency, however, is probable while 
our credit abroad remains as strong as 
it now is. 
Friday's reaction was due to reports 


of crop damage, and showed the sensi- 
tiveness of the market to unfavorable 
news, which must 
be 
expected when 
prices are at such a high level

Speaking from the topic "The Profes- 
sion of Politics," et the commencement 
exercises at Union college yesterday 
Mayor George B McClfllan of New 
York said that he wished 
It to be 


understood that by the profession of 
politics he did not mean the trade of 
politics. 
There was 
no 
occupation 


more Ignoble, more sordid, more des- 
picable than 
the 
trade of politics 


There was none more Inspiring, more 
capable of good than Its profession. 


The theory that graft could, under 


certain circumstances, be honest, had 
done more to discredit a great profes- 
sion than all the mud sllngers, yellow 
journalists and muckrakers combined. 
The standard by which the politician 
should be Judged could not be too 
high. What was wanted In public life 
In this country, the mayor maintained. 
was not so much financial integrity 
and money honesty, but moral cour- 
age and'intellectual honesty. 
There 


were certain essentials to success In 
politics, without which no man should 
undertake Its profession, and these es- 
sential* were four, a sense of honor, 
common sense, a sense of proportion, 
and, last, but not least, a sense of hu- 
mor.
